In the opening round of 
the World Cup Finals in 
Spain, Italy's ace goal- 
grabber, Paolo Rossi, was 
completely out of touch. 

And although they play- 

tball, Italy, 
without goals, struggled 
to get results. 

However, when Rossi 
found his scoring touch in 
the second round, every- 
thing fell into place for 
the Italians and they de- 
servedly won the world 
title. 

In modern day Soccer, 
the tactical emphasis is on 
Preventing goals. It’s 
much easier to destroy in 
a game of Soccer than it is 
to create. 

To be a top-class 
striker, a pla must pos- 
sess ability, courage, 
speed, anticipation, 
strength, reflexes . . . and 
a great deal of luck!

sets is a near impossibili- 
ty, and a player who did 
have them would not be 
playing in Australia —

Manchester United or 
Bayern Munich!

Although their team would require considerable streng- 
thening and their grand vastly improved, raps it is time 
new Queensland blood was admitted to the League. 

The only catch which currently looms ahead for Towns- 
ville is that they are a little uncertain as to what to do until 
they know if there will be a Queensland State League next 
year — but that decision is unlikely to be made until after 
the close of national competition nominations.

Jurisic's qualities have made him the ideal man to 
handle the players. His refreshing approach extends 
far beyond his general run of duties, :

But for a champion team with champion 
players, it is very difficult for one of them to 

come Player of the Year. 

How many times has Liverpool won cham- 
pionships, yet how many times has a Liverpool 
player been named Player of the Year? 

re reason is that the ‘internal competitive- 
hess’ is so intense that it invariably is hard for 
‘one of player to stand head and shoulders 
above his team-mates. 

Conversely, a top player in a relatively weak 
side stands out like a beacon, and his task is so 
much easier. 

Tonight (Tuesday) in Sydney, at the annual 
ASPA-Philips Dinner, the PSL Player of the Year 
will be announced. 

As with all prestigious Footballer of the Year 
awards, unfortunately there can only be one 
winner. 

However, it is not so cut-and-dried that any 
‘one sporting body can elect and say that that 
‘one player is THE player of the year. 

Although this year the Soccer scene has not 
been set alight with dazzling performances, 
there have been some stars who definitely do 
merit a special mention, irrespective of who 
the Player of the Year may be. 


JOE WATSON — Easily the PSL’s most consis- 
tent player since the League was formed. 

Year-in year-out, Watson has been the driv- 
ing force behind Hakoah, now known as Syd- 
ney City, and although he is one of the 
League's smallest players (5 feet 6 inches), he 
has certainly been one of the biggest contribu- 
tors to his team in winning four PSL champion- 


ships. 

Watson this year has scored only two goals in 
the PSL, but with his unbelievably accurate 
crosses has created countless goals for the 
Sydney City strikers. Easily Australia’s best 
crosser of the ball. 


PETER KATHOLOS — This year Sydney 
Olympic hit the top of the League under Doug 
Collins, and one of his major weapons was the 
highly skilful, non-stop worker and exception- 
ally powerful midfielder, Peter Katholos. 

Katholos, with his powerful play, has been 
Sybey Olympic’s most outstanding and above 
all consistent performer throughout 1982.

SOCCER’S STATE 


| would like to comment on an article in the 
Sydney Morning Herald about the true and 
sad state of Soccer in Australia today. Nobody 
in their right mind could disagree with the 
points raised and | would like to go further. 

1, The PSL is tottering on the brink of 
collapse and whatever happens now it has 
utterly failed to gain widespread public 
support. The concept of a national Soccer 
league is without fault, but sadly the structure 
of the PSL from the beginning has resulted in 
the current debacle. 

2. Despite the enormous oceneil and 
eter generated by the World Youth on 

last year, there has been no noticable spil- 
lover of support for the PSL or the various 
State Loepes: This again was predictable. 

3, For the first time in living memory, Aussie 
Rules via the Swans has easily supplanted 
Soccer as the only serious competitor football 
code to Rugby League in Sydney. Worse still, 
this was achieved in the space of less than one 
year and the prospects for Aussie Rules in 
1983 are even better. 

4. The various Greek and Italian-based 
clubs which dominate the PSL, and the 
various Croatian clubs together with some 
lesser ethnic clubs that dominate the majority 
of State League competitions are not the 
saviours which are keeping serious club Soc- 
cer afloat. In fact, over a period of many 

ars, because of continuous sporadic bad 

haviour of a MINORITY of their so-called 
supporters, many of the few supporters that 
the smaller ethnic and area clubs have, have 
been driven away, as well as making it almost 
impossible for them to attract new support. 

5. Well-supported ethnic Soccer clubs such 
as the various Greek, Italian and Croatian 
clubs and some others definitely have a right 
to exist simply because there is a definite 
demand for them, but the question is should 
these clubs be allowed to dominate the game 
to such an extent that that all the others are 


totally dependant and ive of them?

Most Soccer fans in 
Australia | feel would like to see the game in 
Australia raise itself to a level where it gains 
the respect and support of all TRUE Soccer 
lovers. It is always better to be the best ahead 
of the biggest. 

Finally, predicting the future of Soccer in 
Australia is difficult, but | would not be 
surprised if the Sydney Swans quite unwit- 
tingly are going to Pay a significant role in the 
future direction of Soccer in Australia. 

Whatever others may think, Sydney and 
Newcastle are the key factors in Australian 
Soccer. If there had been no successful VFL 
invasion of Sydney then Soccer would have 
carried on in its usual slip-sliding manner. Is 
this the lead-up to another 1957 crisis for 
Australian Soccer?

HOPE AFTER A 


STEADY YEAR 


By Don Balmain 


In the annual report of the Australian Women’s Soccer Association which 


was presented to the annual meeting recently, the president, Mrs Elaine 


Watson, said that 1981-82 had been a year of steady consolidation for the 
AWSA with a glimmer of “better days ahead”. 


The first indication of 
this was the result of the 
New Zealand tour by the 
youngest national team 
ever. 

They were so successful 
and carried all before 
them, and this clearly de- 
monstrated the wealth of 
talent within the ranks of 

oupesters coming 
forward. 

The second was the 
proposal by West Nally to 
enter into an agreement 
with the AWSA entirely 
separate from the ASF and 
the realistic approach 
adopted by them. 

“It was all very well to 
‘pipe dream’ when as- 
tronomical figures like 
$100,000 were waved 
around,” said Mrs Wat- 
son, “but cold hard logic 
prevails when considera- 
tion is given to what is 
expected in such an 
outlay.” 

Mrs Watson continued: 
“The plain fact is that until 
media exposure improves 
dramatically, we have 
NOTHING to offer. 
However, a sponsorship 
deal itself could generate 
awareness and start the 
ball rolling. We must keep 
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up the pressure on both 
fronts and seize with both 
hands every chance which 
is offered.” 

The response to the 
questionaire showed that 
most representative play- 
ers approved of the actual 
performance of the ex- 
ecutive management 
committees along practi- 
cal lines. Hee however, 
the big disappointment 
for the Ecmninistration was 
the large proportion of 
players who expressed 
disapproval or had reserv- 
ations on theoretical 
lines. sn 

In other words, they ap- 
proved of what had been 
done but were not really 
enthusiastic about those 
who had done it. It would 
seem from this that the 
administrators in all States 
would have to do a lot 
more PR work to over- 
come the distrust which 
seems to exist between 
players and adminis- 
trators. 

The indications from 
the players confirmed 
what the administration 
had believed for some 
time. A full-time coaching 
administrator should be 


the prime aim. 

Every effort will be 
made to make this a reali- 
ty in the near future. 

Incorporation of the 
AWSA is now complete 
with Miss Stephanie 
Quinn being appointed 
the publicity officer in 
Canberra. 

With the formative 
meeting already held in 
Auckland earlier this year 
and the inaugural meeting 
planned for mber, a 
women’s Oceania federa- 
tion is almost finalised. 

From this will flow in- 
creased pressure on FIFA 
to recognise women’s 
Soccer by instituting a 
world-wide women’s 
competition along the 
lines of a World Cup and 
World Youth titles. 

Such action is long 
overdue and FIFA must be 
made aware that unless 
they wish organisations 
such as WIFF to take over, 
a legitimate structure 
must be created with op- 

ortunities equal to or 

tter than those already 
on offer from this source.
